The powerful awakening which swept through 
Barvas in the following days was not an isolated event, and 
although Duncan Campbell's preaching was similarly blessed 
when services were hastily arranged in villages such as Tarbert, 
Leurbost and Arnol, the revival was felt throughout the whole of 
Lewis, to such as extent that he later described it as "a 
community saturated with God".
